These arbitrators are then to estimate the amount 
which the crops sown would be worth at the time of 
harvesting, (not taking bad seasons into account), 
and, having settled the future value, they are to de- 
duct from it the amount of rates, rent, and dues, 
which would be owing when the crops came to ma- 
turity; the balance is to be handed over to the 
tenant. 

But if the arbitrators cannot agrce—no unlikely 
case—then the justices are to be again appealed to, 
and they are to appoint an umpire, whose decision 
shall be final, unless appealed against. Of course, if 
the landlord pays the sum both arbitrators award, 
all is plain sailing. The tenant goes away, and the 
away-going crops remain. If the tenant decline to 
accept the sum the umpire has awarded, the landlord 
may deposit the amount of the tenant's claim with 
the sheriff, who will pay the amount awarded by the 


judge on appeal to the tenant. If the award of the 
umpire or arbitrators shall not exceed 450, or if 
nothing shall be awarded, then the appeal lies with 
the Court of Petty Sessions of the district.

It enacts that the landlord 
shall be at liberty to make a set-off, or cross-demand, 
not only for rent or arrears of rent, taxes or assess 


ments unpaid by the tenant, but “for any deterio- 
“ration or damage, or waste to the lands, by reason of 
“such tenant overcropping the lands in an untenant-like 
“and improper manner“ It is quite a common 
practice, when a tenancy is within three, 
or even four years of expiration, for the tenant to 
take all he possibly can out of the land, without much 
expense for labour or manure. This is exhausting to 
the land, and unfair to the succeeding tenant. But 
it is easy to see that the clause, as it stands, may be 
made a source of great vexation. A landlord may 
think a particular description of crops---flax, for in- 
stance---injurious. Ile may think acertain quantity 
of manure, &c., should have been used with any 
crop. His arbitrator will naturally favour his 
views, the tenant dissents, and then comes the costly 
machinery of the law, every tooth in whose wheels 
must be oiled with gold. There are not fifty farms 
in Ireland which may not be the subject of expen- 
sive litigation by reason of this clause alone. 
The Bill is an attempt to sweep away local usages 
and customs, and to regulate between landlord and 
tenant by an unflinching rule. It tries to reduce to 
law what is the proper province of equity, and creates 
emba'rassment, difficulty, and cost, without on, 
slightest need. It gives no benefit to the tenant 
wh ch he did not possess before by custom or habit, 
and it provides ample employment for a legion of 
arbitrators, umpires, solicitors, and barristers, for a 
generation to come. 


As we expected, we have received an explanation 
relative to the five shilling charge for ladies’ tickets 
from the Secretary of the Royal Dublin Society. 
The numerous correspondents who have directed our 
attention to the matter may have been misled by 
some ambiguity in the wording of the notices. The 
charge of five shillings is limited to the first day, as 
appears from the fellowing rule in the prize-list :— 

Rule 23.—“ The public will be admitted to the 
“show on Tuesday afternoon, at 3 o'clock, at five 
„ shillings each, at which time the prizes will be at- 
“tached to the several animals. On Wednesday, 
“from 9 o'clock, at two shillings-and-sixpence for 
“adults, and one shilling for children. On Thursday, 
“at one shilling for adults, and sixpence for 
children; ‘and on Friday at sixpence.’’ 

These charges, we are informed, have been un- 
altered for several years past; and the admission- 
fee of five shillings is charged on the first day of the 
Show, “in order to afford facility to gentlemen im- 
“ mediately interested in the purchase of stock.” We 
must leave it to our fair correspondents to decide 
whether this is complimentary or not. It might be said 
that they so distracted the minds of intended pur- 
chasers, either by their beauty or their amplitude of 
dress, that cattle remained unsold. It appears, how- 
ever, that “ purghasers of stock” are the authors 
of the rule; it was instituted at their special request, 
and in accordance with a rule adopted by the Royal 
Agricultural Society of England, whose charge is stil] 
higher. 

We cannot but think that half-a-crown would be 
quite sufficient for a lady's ticket for the first day, 
which is certainly the most interesting day of the 
show. An earlier hour than three o'clock might be 
set apart for purchasers of stock. They might 
criticise the animals from nine to three, and purchase: 
if they pleased; from the hour of three to five might be 
devoted to the general public. If, on the first day, gen- 
tlemen's tickets were charged five shillings, and those 
for ladies half-a-crown each, after three o'clock in the 
day, we are sure the receipts of the show would be 
materially increased. Asit is, the charge for the 
first day is almost a prohibition to ladies, unless they 
intend to be stock dairy farmers or pasturers. It is 
because we value the society, and wish every success 
to its endeavours, that we make the suggestion.

The Times on the Establishment of a Paper Cur- 
rency in India — 

The Indian Dispatches which have just been printed 
record another triumph of political economy. Practice 
is at length overtaking theory, and abstract principles, 
after having been allowed their ordinary period of pro- 
bation, are at length admitted and applied without 
hesitation to the daily affairs of mankind. Many years 
have elapsed since Mr. Ricardo revealed to the world 
the true theory of paper money, but it was not till 1844 
that those principles gained their final triumph in this 
country. und as are the doctrines on which the re- 
gulation of the English currency is based, and satis. 
factory as have been the results of that great measure, 
it has, strange to say, remained hitherto unique. 
me countries have been ready enough to imitate 
the device of a state bank of issue and deposit, 
as a mask behind which to conceal questionable 
financial transactions; there has been no lack of rea- 
dineas, either befory or since the Act of 1844, to issuc 
Government paper ; but the safeguards under which 
alone that paper can be — issued have been univer- 
sally disregarded ; and yet itis im ble to deny that 
the principles of currency contained in the act of Sir 
Robert Peel are of universal application, and have no 
particular relation to the commercial or financial state 
uf England any more than to that of any other country 
inthe world, This truth has tardily disclosed itescl! 
even to those statesmen who had the greatest share in 
assisting Sir Robert l’eel to pass the Bank Act ; but it is 
apprehended at last, and we hail the intended establish. 
ment of a sound pen! in India as A happy result 
already produced by sending to that country a geutle- 
man who ney understands those principles of political 
economy which no attentive student of that science 
ever dreams of disputing. 3 
How necessary such a mission was may be easily 

udged by anyone who will take the trouble to read the 

tter of the Financial Secretary of the Government of 
India with which the correspondence opens. We had 
no reason to suppose that the study of financial ques- 
tions had made great progress in India, but we certainly 
were 1 for euch doctrines as the follow- 
ing — The objection to this course (that is, issuing 
notes by the Government) “will in a great measure be 
met if the notes are receivable at the option of the

So 
far from apprehending any danger to the English rule 
from an issue of notes properly secured, we believe that 
no better step could be taken to increase our estima- 
tion, not only in India, but over the whole continent of 
Asia. When it is found that these notes are always 
paid on demand, as they assuredly will be, if pro. 
visions modelled on the Act of 1844 are adopted, and 
when, owing tothe publicity of the returus, the Indian 
ublic begins to understand the ample safeguards which 
ve been established to ensure their convertibility, the 
superior convenience of paper to gold will have at 
length its full weight, and our subjects will not fail to 
1 — the vast difference in respect of good faith 
honour between the British Government and all 
others of which they have any experience. In the 
course of a few years we shall expect to find the Indian 
Government the holder of a very considerable portion 
of the securities for its own debt, and possessing in a 
well-regulated paper currency a strong guarantee for 
the fidelity of its subjects and the durability of its do- 
minion.

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The Daily News on the recent Attempt ata Carlist 
Revolution in Spain :— 

An attempt at a Carlist revolution in the year of 
grace and political latitudinarianism 1860 amounts al- 
most to a proof of insanity in its author. That the 
scheme must fail miserably, even if the accounts by 
which we receive intelligence of its defeat and destruc- 
tion on the same day with the first news of the conspi- 
racy itself are not confirmed, is most certain. There 
can be now-a-days no resuscitation of that most illegiti- 
mate and illegal of all things which is called Legitimacy. 
This obsolete principle may not be everywhere de- 
funct ; but where it exists itis at any rate expiring; and 
where it has ceased to exist, there is no bringing it back 
into life. Spain, since the close of the Carlist war, has 
undergone a social revolution, far more antagonistic to 
the claims of the legitimate pretenders than the political 
revolution which first drove them from power. There 
has long ceased to be a Carlist party in the country. 
The faction has passed into a clique; and even the 
clique has made no sign for many years. The best 
proof of this is that in all the Ministerial changes, plots 
and counterplots, that have succeeded to the last over- 
throw of Es ro, no effort has been made to revive 
the Carlist standard. The Government has been re- 
duced to the lowest point of weakness and degradation, 
but no single effort has been made in favour of the os- 
tracised dynasty. The recollections of the people and 
the ideas of the Government seem equally to run in 
another direction. 

It is not alone in the face of these facts that an ob- 
scure Spanish General, named Ortega, who was com- 
mandant in the Balearic Islands, attempts to set up the 
Carlist standard in the old kingdom of Valencia. He 
does so justat the moment at which the ruling dynasty 
has obtained a military and political prestige which it 
never before sought. Just as the arms of Isabella have 
for the first time won victory in a foreign war, he at- 
tempts to debauch 5,000 of her troops, transports them 
from the Balearic Islands, where they were under his 
cemmand, and lands them at a village, named Tortoso, 
on the Valencian coast. IIitherto he has kept them, it 
appears, in total ignorance of his designs. Once on the 
wain land, he reveals his plot, anticipating, no doubt, 
that it will be received with rapturous applause. The 
soldiers coldly disavow the treason of their leader; 
Ortega finds that the game is up; he flies in terror 
from the force that he had been leading; the 
troops see their advantage, and pursue him. 
General Concha sends another force against him; 
aod the last intelligence leaves him a hopeless tugitive. 
Such is the sum total of the whole story. The first 
instinct of course is to condemn Ortega as a fool as 
well as a traitor ; and possibly the last judgment may 
corroborate the first instinct. Yet we have seen equally 
suicidal parts performed by men who have, either be- 
fore or afterwards, proved themselves no fools. The 
victor of Solterino and Magenta has pretty well ob- 
scured all remembrance of the inglorious actor at 
Strasburg and Boulogne; but few will believe that 
Louis Napoleon spoke without truth on his side when 
he said, on his trial after the aflair of Boulogne, that he 
had good reason to believe that his appearance would be 
followed by an cen anda genera! insurrection. 
course it was a different thing to revive a Bonapartist 
spirit in France in 1840, and to revive a Carlist faction 
in Spain in 1860; nevertheless, it is far from impreb- 
able that Ortega had his accomplices, and that a scheme 
of insurrection had previously — worked out by him 
with others in authority on the main land. 

The denouement probably has yet to reach us It is 
true that if Ortega could have relied on the obedience 
of his soldiers to his own orders, the province selected 
for the first attempt would have been found that best 
adapted to a Carlist movement. The people of Valencia 
are remarkable for their cunning, deception, and in- 
stability of character ; and if Ortega had been able to 
exhibit some show of authority, he would probably have 
won them over to his standard. The old clergy party 
might then have favoured the movement, for, although 
the domestic policy of the O'Donnell Government has 
been such as to retrieve the alienation of the Church 
from his political party, yet it is probable that his eccle- 
siastical — have been made temporarily 
with the view of gaining clerical support in the 
Moroccan war,and that the strength in which he now 
returns to Madrid may enable him to pursue, without 
restraint, the course of spoliation which every Ministry 
of Spain has found necessary for the discharge of public 
expenditure. We are not therefore prepared to say 
that Ortega, if successful in Valencia, would have found 
no partisans elsewhere. Hut the hazard would, at best, 
have been extreme. 

It would be a nearly endless task to recount the ways 
in which Spain has become revolutionised during the 
last quarter of a century. This spirit of change has 
extended even to the army, with whom, until the last 
few years, mutiny had become prescriptive. At Madrid, 
unless some general assume the Government with ex. 
traordinary authority, the Camarilia commonly rules 
supreme. Measures aud Administrations are overthrown 
with truly feminine ease. If we go into the pro- 
vinces we find the power of the Church at an end. 
Seculars and regulars have been so far sequestered 
alike that there is uncommonly little of the property 
of either class remaining. The religious orders have 
been chiefly ancloistered and turned adrift, and 
the rest put upon half rations. The nobility are chietly 
absentees and thus a combination of changes has gone 
far to destroy every basis on which “ Legitimate 
Monarchy” could rest. Don Carlos is, in the popular

ynasty is accepted because it is better than 
a legitimate one, and because the strength of those in- 
terested in the maintenance of the throne in some 
is somewhat greater than that of those desirous of more 
complete freedom. While, therefore, the public mind of 
Spain oscillates, as it now does, between different de- 
grees of liberty, and not between two forms of monarchy, 
there is not much chance for such escapades as that of

The Times on the Trade in Coolies, lately orga- 
nised in the Southern Ports of China 


We have received by the last Overland China Chroni- 
ele some dreadful revelations as to the trade in Coolies. 
It appears that there is now organised in the Southern 
ports of China a system of 1 to the full as bad 
ag any ever practised by the native chiefs of Africa in 
the worst days of the slave trade. The information is 
brought before us in a strictly official form. The allied 
Commanders-in Chief on the 12th of January of the 
— year addressed a letter upon the subject to the 
Jonsular Body at Canton, which we r print elsewhere. 
They en the depositions of 105 men, lately taken 
from certain Coolie receiving ships at Whampoa, and 
we — also a sample of these depositions. Three 
of these ships were American ; the fourth was an Od. 
enburg barque. The Coolies had been kidnapped, and a 
nominal consent to an eight years en ment in Cuba 
was wrung from them by torture, Commanders- 
in-Chief tell the Consuls that they used every precaution 
to guard agninst deception in taking the depositions.

man in Cuba than when following his ordinary oceupa- 
tion in his native town. From other sources we know 


of the frightful mortality which prevails among the Coolie 


emigrants whoare employed — the sugar plantations 
Cuba. It would be difficult, indeed, to place a human being 
in a more desperate position, for the Spanish planter 
does not feel even that moderate degree of interest 
in his captive which he would in a slave, from the fact, 
that the slave was his own property. Nor is it a fair 
argument that the Chinese themselves are the chief 
agents in kidnapping their countrymen. It is the fo- 
reign trader. who pays the premium on their perfidy and 
cruelty. It must also be added, that the Chinese au- 
thorities at Canton, who have made formal protests 
against the system, have a just and reasonable cause of 
complaint against the European Powers and the United 
States, under whose flags it is carried out. Indeed, as 
we may gather from the letter of the Commanders-in- 
Chief, the Chinese authorities, independently of their 
remonstrances against this atrocious system of man- 
stealing, have addressed a circular to the foreign Consuls, 
in which they call the attention of the Consular Body 
to the fact, t they have organised a regular system of 
free emigration and request that the Consuls will re- 
quire their respective countrymen to conform to the 
rules upon which that system is based. 

We are rejoiced to see that not one of the four ves- 
sels which have been involved in this vile trade bore 
the English flag. Three of them hoisted the stars and 
stripes, the other the Oldenburg colours, whatever 
those may be. It is far, indeed, from our wish to suggest 
any interference with the action of the United States, 
but, as Canton is in the military possession of French 
and English soldiers, sailors, and marines, we are at 
least bound to give all the support in our power to the 
Chinese adthorities in their reasonable endeavour to 

revent the kidnapping of their countrymer. There is, 
ndeed, hope that the public opinion of the United States 
may be opposed to this process of kidnapping Chinese 
for the benefit of Spaniards when the matter is placed 
before them in its proper light. Besides the positive 
and certain evil inflicted upon so many wretched 
creatures, another and a sufficient reason for interfering 


on behalf of the Coolies is, that if the kidnap- 
ping is persevered in, it will soon put an end 
to the system of free emigration altogether. 


If we would set in motion an effective stream of labour 
from China to our own or to the Spanish possessions, or 
elsew here, the result can only be brought about by fair 
dealing. The Chinese are willing emigrants ; proof of 
the fact is forthcoming at Singapore, in Australia, in 
California, There is, indeed, no reason why, with com- 
mon sense and fair dealing, China should not become 
the great labour market of the tropical world. All 
nations, however, must be content to deal with the 
Chinaman fairly, to involve him in none but voluntary 
engagements, to pay him a reasonable hire, and so to 
deal with him in all things that he may bear fhrour- 
able report to his countrymen of the. treatment which 
he has received. The man-stealing process now going 
on et Canton, and which we bring before the notice of 
our readers, if it is not checked, will give the death- 
blow to the system of free emigration from China, 
and to all the hopes which might reasonably be founded 
upon it. 
PRIVATE CORRESPONDENCE. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORREEFOVDPENT.) 
London, Thursday.

donderry, whereas the qualification required an estate 
of the value of £200, begged to know whether the Go- 
vernment had any objection to obtain accurate informa- 
tion on the matter during the recess, and to be pro- 
vided with the necessary reply after Easter. But, whilst 
the question was being put, Mr. Cardwell bad returned to 
the Ministerial bench, and was engaged in conversation 
with the Prime Minister; and, during the progress of 
said fefe-a-tele, Mr. French ceased speaking, and re- 
sumed the inquiry, when he found their attention di- 
rected to him. Lord Palmerston at once stood up, and 
replied, thongh his official position, and the 
direct manner in which the question was asked of him, 
would have, under ordinary circumstances, called up 
the Chief Secretary for Ireland, and undertook that 
the proper information would be procured. It is natu- 
ral that a brother of Lord De Freyne should be indig- 
nant that the privileges of the aristocracy of London- 
derry should be rudely set at nought in favour of a 
pensioned servant of the Crown ; but I hard!y think that 
his feelings are of eo determined a character as to 
prompt him to take so bold a step as criticise the 
movements of his leader and pet statesman, Lord 
Palmerston, unless some previous understanding had 
encouraged him to make the attempt. Sine Mr. 
Pat. Somers, the former member for the borough 
of Sligo, left the House of Commons, the Prime 
Minister has no more devoted followers than the 
honourable member for Roscommon, and he would be 
the last to draw down the vengeance of the Opposition 
onthe Government, or assist the Right Hon. James 
W hiteside in any of his constitutional protests against 
the Brady administration.

M. VEUILLOT AND HIS TRAVELLING 
COMPANION. 

M. Louis Veuillot, the ex-editor of the Univers, left 
Paris some six weeks or two months since for Rome. 
He had, after the s ession of his paper, accepted 
from e French capitalist the place — f the 
Roman railroads. On leaving Paris he found himself 
in the carriage with a respectable-looking man of good 
address and ble manners. They soon entered 
into conversation, the stranger appeared charmed at 
finding himself with so famous a person, and M. 
Veuillot learned with pleasure that his attractive 
acquaintante was ao on his way to Rome on 
some commercial matters. They agreed to travel i 
the same carriage, to put up at the same hotels, and 
even to descend at the same lodging-house in the 
Eternal City. Their acquaintance grew closer as 
they went along, and by the time they reached the 
end of their journey they were to all appearance the 
best friends in the world. M. Veuillot announced, after 
some weeks, that circumstances comptiled him to re- 
turn to Paris. His friend expressed deep regret at hid 
speedy departure, and said that he himself wanted only 
two or three days more to finish his business, when he 
also intended returnitig to France, and that it wasa 
pity they could not come back together. M. Vertiilot 
observed that, after all, a day or two did not much 
matter, and that he should wait for him. He did wait 
and both arrived in Paris last Sunday morning. They 

ed to the same hotel. M. Veuillot went out for 
a bath; his friend took another direction. On the former 
returning to his lodging he was informed, to his aston- 
ishment, that police agents had been to his apartment, 
and had seized his portmantean, containing his 
papers, &. He went at once to the Prefecture of Police, 
and one of the first persons he beheld was the amiable 
companion of his journey, who turned out to be no- 
thing more or less than an agent of the secret police. 
He gave information that M. Veuillot had brought im- 
portant dispatches for the Papal Nuncio in Paris. “ M. 
Veuillot“ (writes a Paris correspondent) “ demanded 
his papers; some were restored to him, but the greater 
part,to the address of the Nuncio, retained. He went 
off instantly to the Nuncio, and informed him of what 
had happened. His Excellency was greatly excited ; 
he went straight to the Foreign-office, demanded ex- 
planations, and declared that if his papers were not 
given up he should there and then break off all diplo- 
matic relations with the French Government, de- 
mand his passports, and quit Paris. It was ex- 
plained that the seisure of the papers was in 
consequence of information being given that M. 
Veuillot was made the channel of communication 
between the clergy and the Court of Rome, with a 
view to certain manifestations on the part of the clergy 
in the matter of the bulls of excommunication. The 
Nuncio's demand was, however, complied with, and the 

pers given up. The Nuncio was so far weak that M. 

Feuillot had forgotten or neglected to have himself de- 
scribed in his passports as a courier, or as a bearer of 
dispatches to the Pope's Ambassador in Paris. ‘There 
was no seal on the papers, and otherwise nothing official 
about them and, moreorer, it was an infraction of the 
post-office regulations to bring letters or despatches as 
a private person. The Nuncio has got his papers, M 
Veuillot has got those that belonged to him, and will 
deubtiess take care not to be too intimate with the 
plausible persons he may happen to meet in a railway 
carriage when next he goes to Rome. The matter isa 
good deal talked about hore, and, as people laugh at 
most things, it is a good subject for pleasantry. 


Fatmuovtru.—A most lamentable accident, attended 
with the loss of three lives, occurred off this port on 
Wednesday forenoon. The pilot Joseph Sharrock, be- 
longing to No. 13 cutter (attended by two men named 
Henry Coffin and John Rowe, all of this town), was io 
the act of boarding the Dutch schooner Catharina, from 
Rio de Janciro, fur the porpose of piloting her into port, 
when the boat was struck by a sea and upset.  Shar- 
rock and Coffin, although they apparently glung to the 
boat, soon disappeared jafter the Catharina, close hauled, 
had passed them on her weather side and thrown them 
“ — Rowe managed to hold on by the boat for up 
wards of half an hour, during which time the most 
strenuous efforts were made by the pilot cutter to reach 
him, though blowing a heavy gale, with a high sea run- 
ning. On the first tack they fell short of nim, but so 
close that they heard the poor fellow call, “ Mind you 
reach me the next tack.” On coming up again they 
were able to throw over him a rope, but from exhaus- 
tion he was incapable of laying hold of it, and at the 
same moment was engulphed by the heavy swell. Shar- 
rack and Coffin have lett widows and children. 


Danses or tur rarer Women.—The dress of the 
Japanese women is simple, but graceful. The robe 
which crosses the breast, close up to the neck, or a lit- 
tle lower, according to the taste of the wearer, reaches 
nearly to the ground, and has loose sleeves, leaving the 
wrist free. ‘This robe is confined round the body by a 
shawl, which is tied behind ina bow, the ends flowing. 
Every thing in Japan, even in dress, is regulated by law 
and the sumptuary laws have been very strict until 
lately, when contact with Kuropeans appears to be 
bringing about a slight relaxation. The colour worn 
by all classes of men in their usual dress is black, or 
dark blue, of varied patterns ; but the women very pro- 
perly are allowed, and of course avail themsclyesot the 
privilege, to wear brigliter dress.

A letter from Jerusalem, of the lath ult., published | 


in the Monde, contains the following intelligence : — 
“The public places of Jerusalem, so lonely and silent 

for ten months of the year, are gradually assdming a 
more lively aspect at the approach of the Easter solem- 
nities, always attended by crowds of Christian pilgrims 
of all communions, countries, and ages. As usual, the 
(;reeks and dissenting Armeniaus are the most nume- 
rois, but there does not seem to be quite so many of 
them this vear as in 1858 and 1859. As tothe Russians, 
who come at all seasons, and in yearly increasing num- 
bers, about 600 have already arrived, and half of them 
started last week on an excursion to Nazareth and Sa- 
maria, with the intention of returning to Jerusalem iar 
the Holy Week. Among the 60 western pilgrims now 
here, nearly all of whom lodge at the Casa Nuova, we 
have an Archbishop of Chili, Monsignor Raphael Val- 
divieso, who, after visiting the tomb of the Prince ef 
the Apostles at Rome, has come with two of his pricsts 
té venerate the sepulchre of Jesus Christ. IIis arrival 
at Jerusalem was preceded by that of three Italian 
Benedictines and three missionaries from India. We 
may also note the presence at the Holy City of the 
pious widow of the Ban Jellachich, who, in a critical 
moment, rendered such eminent services to the Aus- 
trian empice ; this lady is visiting the sanctuaries of 
the Holy Land, in company with the family of Count 
(Charles de Seitern. Among the travellers of distinc- 
tion expected here at Faster | may mention the Count 
ie Paris and the Duke de Chartres, who are travelling 
in Egypt under the names of Counts de Villiers. ‘The 
Russian Consul at Jerusalem purchased for his Goverp- 
ment sume few months since a piece of ground covered 
with ruins, situate «ira muis, of po great extent, but 
niost important owing to its historical associations and 
its proximity to the Holy Sepulchre. On this spot 
stood the celebrated church and monastery of St. 
Mary, built by order of Charlemagne at the begin- 
ning of the ninth century, and by him confided 
to the care of the Benedictines of Cluny. Charle- 

mague gave the monastery an extensive library, and 
endowed it with a yearly income, besides land, 
vineyards, and gardens in the valley of Jehosaphat. In 
this monastery western pilgrims used to find a generous 
hospitality till the fanatieal Khaliff Hachem swept away 
nearly all the religious monuments of the Holy Land. 
Some years atter several merchants of Amalfi, in the 
kingdom of Naples, who carried on a considerable trade 
with Egypt and Sy ria, obtained from Mouzaier, the Sultan 
of Egypt, the ruins of the Convent of St. Mary, and 
erected a new church aud monastery for the same pur- 
poses. The new establishment being found too small! to 
afford the necessary hospitality, another was built by its 
side to receive women with a church or chapel dedicated 
to St. Mary Magdalen. The services of the church were 
performed by the Benedfetines in Latin. 
these buildings received the name of St. Mary Latin. 
After the capture of Jerusalem by Saladin, St. Mary 
Latin underwent the same fate as most of the Christian 
establishments, and was almost totally destroyed. The 
ground now purchased by Russia as a site for a new 
consulate consists of only a part of the «pace formerly 
covered by the Latin buildings.” 


Wreck or «4 Laverroot Sar IN CANDIGAN Bay.—

Fran Tracepy AT Ska.—The Ae York Courier 
has an account of the discovery of a deserted vessel, 
with evidence that her crew had been massacred by 
pirates.

The jailer is permitted to keep a 
restaurant, to which the prisoners can apply for pro- 
visions at ready money. is man, re, is the 
sole lawful purveyor of the prison, and can raise the 
price of victuals according to his pleasure. When | 
visited the local prison of ini l saw two poor men 
who were nearly starved to death. I asked one of them 
how he had come to such a condition, and he told me 
that he had sold his daily bajocco to the jailer for three 
months to come. The “custode,” who was then ma 
sent, observed that the poor fellow, being very fond of 
wine, had drunk his ninety bajocchi all in one day. 
The half-starved prisoner made no more impression 
upon him than a starving rat would have done. Nor 
is this the only evil in the position of these 
wretched men, for is not only tolerated but 
encouraged by the jailer, who knows that the money 
thus collected goes to swell his purse. With the dawn 
ot day the prisoners cling to the iron bars of their 
prisons, and till night comes they never cease to address 
the passer-by, and ask for alms in the name of God. 
Those who give deposit the money on a white hand- 
kerchief, purposely placed by the jailer before the gate 
of the prison, and at night the money is divided 
amongst the prisoners, or is entered to their accounts 
on the books of the restaurant. “The result of this 
iniquitous system is, that the custodi of the prisons 
retire after ten or twelve years with a handsome 
fortune, the fruit of their avaricious extortions.— Letter 
rom Bologna. 

Gunda Untry.—Professors Gervinus, Hausser, and 
Beseler—three stars in the historiographical firmament 
of this country of bookmaking notabilities—have re- 
solved to resume the publication of that celebrated but 
long extinct Deutsche Zeitung. The paper had been 
originally founded in the year 1846, for the purpose of 
convincing the educated classes of Germany of the ne- 
cessity of a Prussian Emperor being placed at the head 
of the Confederation. By the authority of the writers, 
who were professors exclusively, and the weight of their 
arguments, the aim was so well attained that on a 
National Parliament being convened in 1848, the Crown 
of Germany was offered by a great majority of repre- 
sentatives to Frederick Willian IV, After the refusal 
of this sovereign the professiorial journalists retired in 
disgust, and the paper collapsed. Eleven years have 
— since that period, and now a resurrection of it 

comes advisable in the opinion of its founders. It is 
manifestly the accession of the Prince Regent which in- 
spires them with new hopes. Wishing to place in its 
true significance this coming event, |! must remind the 
reader of the surpassing influence exercised over Ger- 
many by those acknowledged to be the first-rate scholars 
of the time. If, at some period of their distinguished 
careers, such a trio as Mr. Gladstone, Mr. Disraeli, and 
Lord Macaulay had united for the purpose of editing a 
paper, the announcement could not have produced 
greater sensation in England than ithasin Germany the 
news that Professors Gervinus, Hausser, and Beseler, 
are again preparing to descend into the journalistic 
arena to fight the battle of Fatherland. Looking to the 
paramount position of intellect in Fatherland, the cause 
of the minor princes must be accounted lost by the 
mere fact of their not being able to enlist into the ranks 
of their defenders one single man of great scholarly 
abilities.

It is evident that the virus is 
resident in the saliva, because the malady has 
been communicated by the mere touch of the 
dog's tongue upon a wound without the in- 
fliction of a bite from its teeth. Yet it is equally 
evident that the — — property belongs not to 
the saliva, but to the influence which is conducted by
